$3,800,000 to pay for improvement and 
expansion of camping’ facilities for Chi- 
cago area Boy Scouts, 

Attendance totaled more than 1,600 at 
the four area breakfast kickoffs of the 
Scout Family Division—two on December 
3, for Areas A and C; two more for Areas 
B and D on December 10. But great and 
inspiring as these were, they were only 
the beginning, what with the Public Phase 
of our campaign now well under way. 

Advance Gift Kickoff 

Advance Gifts Teams went into action 
following Area kickoffs as follows: A, 
Dec. 5; B, Dec. 6; C, Dec. 7; and D, Dec. 
8. Taking up the slack at once, the follow- 
ing districts kicked off: Calumet, Dec. 12; 
South Central, Dec. 13 (two sessions) ; 
Lake Shore, Dec. 14; and Tri-Ridge, Dec. 
15. 

After a short holiday recess, away we 
go again as vigorously as ever with 21 
more district kickoffs following the first 
on Jan, 3.

Units will receive the Award on the 
following point basis; Campaign partici- 
pation by organizing one or more solicita- 
tion teams (one worker required for each 
five parents in the unit), 10 points; com- 
plete coverage of all pledge cards, 40 
points, or 75 percent coverage for 20 
points; and obtaining of at least 50 per- 
cent of the unit’s campaign objective, 50 
points, or 85 points for 40 percent of ob- 
jective, or 25 points for 30 percent of ob- 
jective. Points must total at least 70 to 
merit the Award. 


Commissioners May Qualify 


Neighborhood Commissioners are en- 
titled to the Award if 75 percent of their 
units turning in a census win it. Assistant 
District Commissioners can win the 
Award if 60 percent of their census units 
have done so. District Commissioners are 
required to have 40 percent of their cen- 
sus units as winners in order to get the 
trophy. 

“Now that we are well toward getting 
into the complete, Councilwide swing of 
our Camp Capital Campaign,” said Com- 
missioner Wanzer, “it behooves us to 
cover every potential subscriber and to 
press for maximum pledges. The ‘right 
cards’ must be assigned to the ‘right peo- 
ple’—the people best qualified to deal with 
specific prospects.

Ist Camp Development 
Funds Spent at Crete 


This is the second of a series of articles 
that explain some of the Camp Develop- 
ment Plans which will become reality 
upon the successful completion of the 
current Camp Capital Campaign. We are 
pleased that with this article we can an- 
nounce the first actual completed projects 
in the plan. 

Camp Crete has a new entrance road 
and a new parking lot. 

John G. Seveik, Chairman of the Camp 
Development Committee, and Thomas M. 
Thomas, Chairman of the Council Camp- 
ing Committee, join in reporting that a 
combination of available Camp Operating 
Funds and a major investment of Camp 
Development Funds has made possible 
this much needed and long desired im- 
provement at Camp Crete. 

New Entrance Road 

The new entrance road has been re- 
shaped and rerouted at the northeast end 
of the lake to avoid the troublesome ac- 
cumulation of water. The road from the 
main gate, around the lake to the new 
parking lot, has been properly crowned 
and drained with the necessary ditches 
and culverts and the entire 2,005 feet 
have been surfaced with 6” of crushed, 
rolled stone, 

55 Car Parking Lot 

The new parking area for 55 cars is 
located just north and west of the old 
farm house site, on the far side of the 
lake, near the center of the property. This 
area, 183 feet in length and 116 feet wide, 
has been level-graded and also surfaced 
with 6” of crushed, rolled stone. 

At the suggestion of District Camping 
Chairmen, Andrew Morrison and Andrew 
Roback, and District Chairman, Harold 
Dawson, the Sub-Committee on Layout, 
Architecture and Design reconsidered its 
layout for Camp Crete. A revision result- 
ed providing a Central Service and Park- 
ing Area nearer to the center of all camp- 


sites. 
Projects Cost $6,100 
The project was completed on Decem- 
ber 14th, and was so engineered as to ac- 
complish the site preparation for the new 


Central Service Building at no extra cost. 
In all, this improvement represents an 
investment of $6,100. 

Mr. Sevecik said, “This is a good ex- 
ample of our contribution dollars at 
work.” He said it is only a small example 
of the many fine camp improvements 
which our Camp Capital Campaign can 
make possible for our Scouts. 

Mr, Thomas pointed out that the Oper- 
ating Funds applied to this project were
